A 14-year-old Arcadia boy, 
stranded for five hours on 
a sheer cliff in Clamshell 
Canyon was rescued un¬ 
harmed Saturday night by 
members of the Sierra Ma- 
dre Search and Rescue 
Team. 

Dennis Simpkins of 4160 
Lynd Ave. was hiking with 
two friends, Craig Hicks, 14, 
of 3044 9th Ave. and Mike 
Varkink, 12, of 4164 Lynd 
Ave., Arcadia, when he at¬ 
tempted to scale a rock wall 
by Clamshell Falls. About 
50 feet up, he became 
stranded. He had managed 
to reach the only tree that 
juts out from the rugged 
cliffside. There, with legs 
drapped around the tree, he 
sat facing the wall as Var¬ 
kink ran down the canyon 
seeking help. Hicks stayed 
by the stream bed to show 
rescuers his location.

The Sierra Madre Public 
Library circulated nearly 
ten books per capita last 
year. This figure is most 
outstanding when compared 
with the over all 4.16 books 
that are circulated in the 
United States. According to 
recent figures Britain circu¬ 
lates about twice as many 
books P er capita and nearly 
5-9o9o three times as many adult 
books as do libraries in the 
United States. British libra¬ 
ries also spend more per 
capita for books. Russia cir¬ 
culates 18.4 books per 
capita so reports the Bowker 
Annual of Library and Book 
Trade Information, 1963. 

According to this source 
there were 21,914 titles pub¬ 
lished in the United States 
during 1962. This represents 
a sharp rise over the last 
several years. It remains to 
be seen that the average 
adult can only read a few of 
these.

feet of water would incur a charge of $27.50, and any excess 
would be charged at the rate of 16 cents per 100 cubic feet. 

(d) The following flat rates shall be charged and collected 
by the Water Department for temporary services which may 
be furnished in the discretion of the Water Superintendent. 

1. For settling each 100 lineal feet of back fill in trenches 
not over 3 feet in depth, per foot of width — $1.00.
